The DJ lawyers and the FBI agents sized him up 
correctly and the tricks they pulled worked. Several were quite abusive of me, wasted 
an enormous amount of time for me and ho wound up getting me gypped out a what for us 
in those does was a quite significant amount of money. 

/a the King case the DJ chief of the FOIA section of the civil division 
connived an in chambers meeting. Wo had met with her on a Friday and after that she 
arranges fof this in chambers session for the next working day as 3, recall, that 
Monday. She has has actually talked the judge into having me apt as the Department's 
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consultant in my case against it! Unheiard of? The judge like/' it and over my clear 
objections Jim liad me do it. They promisdd to pay me at their standard consultant's 
rate, then £100 an hour. I spent as I roccall 200 hours on it a nal when it came time 
to pay t(>at same section chief blandly 'jrold the judge she had no authority to make me 
that offer. Before then the assistant chief of civil had been in court and had assured the 
judge they would pay me. No sanctions, no money and all the time it took me to complete 
it with all qlse 1 had to do they were able to stall the case. Then he let them get away 
with i^noiljxg; itj\, And if tTiat is not enough he engaged ina stipulation with the FBI 
case agent on it for me to get some of what I was supposed to get ostehsiblp/. sooner than 
I would have and under conditions that did not give me all the vast field office files 
at one time. Turns out that thes^ processing thtpse records vjfell before they got that 
stipulation idea and they did dump them all on me at one time, when I could not 
possibly handle that volume. %ld them up to bo able to do that, too. IJe not only 
let them get away with that, he Jet them get away with all sorts of tilings having no 
relationship to that stipulation's within it. 

We'd not have done nearly as well as we did if I had not done as muchse I 
did and put my head on the block to do it. There is /Sore but^I tliink this is enough to 

tell you tint over the years it was very difficult, m:a nt a great amount of work for -^Ll

and me, ar^d I did the real fighting in all those cases. 

J ‘n the last one, the combined field offices JFK case, he actually did what I 
fobad him to do and then the D..J correctly alleged a conflict of interest. That left me 
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without counsel and without - many of the records I should have gotten and to continue 
with the case as my own lawyer at the district and appeals level when 1 was not going 
to Washington for other than medical reason and then was driven there. 

There were several civil matters he messed up, too.

anything not nutty and what x learned 1 learned from D ave and McKnight. I sent word back 
through McKnight to forget about it and send me the books and records I had given him 
and he then decided to go ahead two days after his return from ^ingapore. But he not 
only did not, if he eve'r intended to, he did not mention any of this to me. 

Meanwhile, little as I/^ight be able to do on my own, I'm^f orecalosed be- 
cause I cannot preempt him and the press conference .For several months there was no
